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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-33 and 37-39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is cited on the attached IDS forms. The cited references do not disclose or 
suggest crystallizing the semiconductor film by irradiation of a harmonic of a YV04 
laser; patterning the crystallized semiconductor film to form a crystallized island like 
semiconductor film; and forming at least a channel region of a thin film transistor in a 
crystallized island-like semiconductor film as required by the present Claims. The 
obviousness double patenting In re Schneller rejections are withdrawn as the Claims in 
the cited copending applications do not disclose or suggest the formation of a 
crystallized island-like semiconductor film and the formation of at least a channel region 
of a thin film transistor in the crystallized island-like semiconductor film as required by 
the present claims. The Helen reference is removed upon showing by Applicants that 
the effective date of the reference is December 5-8, 1999 and the present Application 
claims priority to September 3, 1999. The Yoon reference is removed as Yoon does not 
teach the elements of Claim 37 as amended, more specifically Yoon does not teach or 
disclose the aspect ratio of a laser, much less that a harmonic of a solid laser has a 
shape which has an aspect ratio of 10 or more. Therefore, Claims 1-33 and 37-39 are 
allowable over the cited prior art references.
